The man who found the body of 
former Edmontonian Nancy 
Cooper floating in a storm sewer 
pond last week frantically told a 
9-1-1 operator he was sure she 
was dead, because of the 
vultures circling her body. 

Two dramatic 9-1-1 recordings 
were released yesterday by the 
town of Cary, N.C. In one record¬ 
ing, a man out for a walk with 
his dog said he’d made a grue¬ 
some discovery. 

“The reason I know is because 
of all the vultures,” the man said 
in response to a question about 
the condition of the woman. 

Two days earlier, Cooper’s 
friend Jessica Adam placed a 9-1- 
1 call, frantic over the disappear¬ 
ance of her friend. 



In the call on July 12, Adam 
said her friend had been missing 
for six hours, and that her cell 
phone and car were both at 
home. 

Adam said that her 
friend’s husband, Brad 
Cooper, claimed she had 
gone jogging that morn¬ 
ing and had not returned. 

When asked by the 9-1- 
1 operator if Brad Cooper 
ever abused his wife, she 
confirmed that they were Nancy 
in the middle of a divorce Cooper 
and felt uneasy about the 
situation. 

“Maybe he’s done something, 
God forbid,” Adam said. “I don’t 
know that he’s been physically 
violent, but there’s been a lot of 
tension, so I wouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised. I hate to say it, but I’m 
not sure what to do.” 

The former Edmontonian was 


a mother of two children, four- 
year-old Isabella Cooper, and 
two-year-old Gabriella Cooper. 

Last week, Nancy’s parents and 
twin sister filed an emer¬ 
gency custody order, in 
which they claimed her 
husband hadn’t reported 
her disappearance to her 
family or the police. 

They also claimed he is 
mentally unstable and pos¬ 
es a physical threat to the 
children. 

Temporary custody of the 
girls was granted to their 
grandparents and aunt. 

Police have not named any sus¬ 
pects, and a cause of death has 
not yet been released.

City streets 
built with 
asbestos

asphalt There is asbestos in 
the asphalt on city streets 
under our feet, but officials 
aren’t sure exactly where. 

“The City of Edmonton 
did use asbestos back in the 
’70s,” said pavement man¬ 
agement engineer Al Cepas. 
“I guess at the time they 
thought it would give the 
pavements more durability 
and more life, but because 
it’s become an environmen¬ 
tal hazard nobody’s studied 
the effects that much.” 

Cepas said that a number 
of roads in the city were 
mixed with asbestos, but 
that there were no records 
kept of which roads, how 
much asbestos was used, or 
where they are in the city. 

“We don’t have enough 
knowledge to know that. 
Basically it was done by the 
previous generation of civic 
management. When I came 
on stream in 1980, it was 
out of practice, and only the 
old-timers knew exactly 
what they did with it.” 

There isn’t much concern 
about asbestos posing a 
health risk to construction 
crews that may need to tear 
up roadways, because when 
it mixes with asphalt, it’s no 
longer airborne, Cepas said.

New tool will pave 
the way for repairs

roads City officials have a 
new tool that will now tell 
us just how rotten our 
roads actually are. 

In a few weeks, Edmon¬ 
ton will be the first city in 
Canada to use an Automat¬ 
ic Road Analyzer (ARAN), a 
van uses lasers at up to 100 
km/h to determine where 
roads are falling apart. 

“It’s a guessing game 
without a management sys¬ 
tem,” said pavement man¬ 
agement engineer Al 
Cepas. “We’re using it to 


decide when we spend mil¬ 
lions of dollars to repair 
roads, we’re doing it on the 
right roads at the right 
times.” 

At present, 25 per cent of 
roads in Edmonton are in 
poor condition, 38 per cent 
are in fair condition, and 
38 per cent are in good con¬ 
dition. Cepas said rather 
than fixing a road when it’s 
in terrible condition, it’s 
ideal to get to it right at the 
cusp of total deterioration. 

“We’re trying to find 
those sweet spots,” he said, 
adding that fixing a road at 
the breaking point costs 
four to five times more

Khawaja ‘no terrorist* 

Former fiancee testifies at landmark Canadian trial 


The former fiancee of ac¬ 
cused terrorist Momin 
Khawaja says he may 
have longed to fight in 
Afghanistan and that he 
praised the Sept. 11, 

2001 , terror attack on the 
U.S., but she never 
considered him an 
extremist or a terrorist. 

“Just because he sup¬ 
ports these things in theo¬ 
ry is not actually proof of 
his involvement as such,” 
Zeba Khan told Ontario 
Superior Court yesterday 
in a video link-up from 
Dubai. 

Khan told RCMP investi¬ 


gators during a lengthy in¬ 
terview at the Canadian 
consulate in Dubai on 
Sept. 19, 2005, that her 
sister once described 
Khawaja as a “blowhard” 
who liked to hear “the 
sound of his own voice.” 

Khan told Khawaja’s 
landmark terror trial she 
saw him as just another 
angry young Muslim man 
she hoped to change once 
they got married, a mar¬ 
riage that didn’t happen 
because Khawaja decided 
he was a jihadist first and 
foremost. 

“I thought I would mar- 


“I thought I would 
marry him and 
change him.”

ry him and change him,” 
said Khan, 28. 

Khan said she hoped to 
rechannel Khawaja’s ener¬ 
gies away from obsessing 
about getting even with 
the West and into some¬ 
thing positive, such as hu¬ 
manitarian work. 

Khan told the court that 
Khawaja’s behaviour “did 
not in any way line up to 


terrorist activity.” 

Khawaja, 29, born and 
raised in Orleans near Ot¬ 
tawa, faces seven terror¬ 
ism charges, including 
funding a terrorist group 
and building an electronic 
device the Crown alleges 
was to be used to detonate 
a 600-lcilogram fertilizer 
bomb. 

He was the first person 
charged in Canada under 
the Anti-Terrorism Act, 
passed by Parliament in 
response to the Sept. 11, 
2001, terror attacks in the 
United States.

Radovan Karadzic, one of 
the world’s most wanted 
men, lived for years in a 
Belgrade suburb posing as 
a doctor of alternative 
medicine, hiding his 
famous face behind long 
hair, a bushy beard and 
thick glasses. 

Pictures given to Reuters 
by people who knew him 
as his alter ego show his 
face, ruddy in his heyday 
as the leader of Bosnian 
Serb forces, now sunken 
and shallow. His eyes are 
dull behind tinted frames. 

The trademark salt-and- 
pepper mane, perfectly 
coiffed throughout the 
1992-95 war, had turned 
from sleek to frizzy. He 
wore it in a plaited top- 
knot, pure white mixed 
with flashes of black. 


He doesn’t resemble the 
politician charged with or¬ 
chestrating the murder of 
8,000 people in Srebrenica 
and being responsible for 
the death of 11,000 in the 
43-month siege of Sarajevo. 


Karadzic lived quietly in 
New Belgrade, a sprawling 
suburb of massive, tower 
blocks that can house doz¬ 
ens of flats. Officials say he 
used the name Dr. Dragan 
David Dabic, and made a 


alternative medicine. 

Last October, he showed 
up at a wellness convention 
organized by Healthy Life 
magazine, and introduced 
himself to the editor as a neu¬ 
ro-psychiatrist who wanted 
to contribute articles.

India inches closer 
to U.S. nuke deal 

Government survives confidence vote

yesterday, ensuring the immediate survival of the ruling coalition. 


Indian Prime Minister 
Manmohan Singh's 
government won a vote of 
confidence in parliament 
yesterday, ensuring the 
survival of the ruling coali¬ 
tion and a civilian nuclear 
deal with the United 
States. 

The government said it 
would now push ahead 
with the pact, which would 
give India access to foreign 
nuclear fuel and technolo¬ 
gy and end decades of isola¬ 
tion, as well as work to¬ 
wards reforms to liberalize 
the trillion-dollar economy. 

“This will send a mes¬ 
sage to the world at large 
that India’s head and heart 
is sound, that India is pre¬ 
pared to take its rightful 
place in the comity of na¬ 
tions,” Singh told re¬ 
porters. 

“I have always said the 
deal was important and 
now we know it.” 

The government’s joy at 
its victory was tempered 
by a bribeiy scandal, after 
opposition lawmakers in¬ 
terrupted the debate to 
wave wads of cash — near¬ 
ly a quarter of a million 
dollars — they said were 
offered as bribes by the 
government to abstain. 

The furor was described 
as one of the lowest points 
in parliamentary history, 
and led to fresh demands 
for Singh to resign, and 


catcalls preventing him 
from even delivering his 
concluding remarks after 
the two-day debate. 

Singh said the accusa¬ 
tions has made him “ex¬ 
tremely sad” and promised 
to cooperate in a parlia¬ 
mentary inquiry. 


The government won 
more comfortably than ex¬ 
pected, by 275 votes to 256 
with 10 abstentions. 

Investors had expected a 
narrow win for the govern¬ 
ment, and said the victory 
could boost markets.

Iranian activist defiant 


She has been sentenced to 
jail twice and her passport 
has been confiscated, but 
Parvin Ardalan, a promi¬ 
nent Iranian activist, refuses 
to give up her struggle for 
women’s rights in the con¬ 
servative Islamic Republic.

Better TB 
screening 
urged in U.S. 

immigrants Thousands of 
immigrants arrive in the 
United States sick with tu¬ 
berculosis or at risk for 
the contagious and deadly 
disease, which points to 
the need to improve 
efforts to find them, 
researchers said yesterday. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention in 
Atlanta found the highest 
rates of tuberculosis among 
immigrants and refugees 
born in Sub-Saharan 
African countries including 
Somalia and Ethiopia; from 
Southeast Asia including 
Cambodia and Vietnam; 
and from parts of Latin 
America such as Peru. 

The researchers suggest¬ 
ed improving screening ef¬ 
forts among immigrants 
coming from high-risk 
countries — who account¬ 
ed for 4,035 TB cases in the 
United States in 2006 — be¬ 
fore they depart. The alter¬ 
native is to test and treat 
them soon after they arrive. 

"Our goal should be ad¬ 
dress this serious health 
concern in the communi¬ 
ties that need it the most," 
said Dr. Kevin Cain, who 
conducted the study with 
colleagues at the CDC. “As 
long as TB is out of control 
globally it will be a 
problem for the United 
States.” REUTERS

Full team ahead 

First time Canada will send six to compete in triathlon

For the first time since 
the triathlon’s debut at

U.S. team bringing 'top secret' masks to Beijing 


Along with their array of 
world champions and spe¬ 
cially imported food, the 
U.S. Olympic team will be 
bringing a “top secret” 
weapon to China: Custom- 
designed masks. 

The more than 600 U.S. 
Olympians will be offered 
the masks once they arrive 
in Beijing, where air quali¬ 
ty continues to be a con¬ 


cern. The program to de¬ 
velop the masks has been 
underway for two years. 
The project’s author, physi¬ 
ologist Randy Wilber, told 
the Wall Street Journal 
that details were “quite 
honestly, top secret.” 

The spectre of hundreds 
of athletes parading into 
the opening ceremony ar¬ 
rayed as if ready for chemi¬ 


cal warfare is a serious 
nightmare for Chinese offi¬ 
cials. But America’s cloak- 
and-dagger tone only amus¬ 
es Canada’s top Olympic 
doctor Robert McCormack. 

“The way they’re couch¬ 
ing makes it sound as if 
they have something magi¬ 
cal,” he said. 

McCormack speculated 
that the U.S. plan, and the 


timing of its release, might 
be a case of gadget one-up¬ 
manship between teams. 

“There’s the games be¬ 
fore the Games,” McCorma¬ 
ck said. “You want to be 
seen to be doing something 
more than anybody else.” 

Nonetheless, Canada has 
a parallel program. 

“We have done a fair 
amount of work experi¬ 


menting with different 
masks,” McCormack said. 
Along with the team’s oth¬ 
er essential supplies, a 
shipment of Canadian 
masks have already landed 
in Beijing. Though the ath¬ 
letes will not wear them 
during competition, they 
might consider using them 
when moving around out¬ 
doors.

Choosing a travel companion on the road to building your new home 



Home shoppers should be aware their relationship with a builder can span a length of time, well beyond possession date. 


Controlling 

leaks 

IN CANADA, we associate 
each of the seasons with 
something we enjoy. The 
scenic transformations of 
fall precede winter on the 
ski slopes, and calming 
spring showers give way to 
a lush and vibrant summer. 

However, for some Cana¬ 
dians, a season defined by 
frequent rain falls can 
cause a lot of headaches, 
with leaky ceilings 
resulting in damage to 
their homes. 

To help you through the 
storm, Canada Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation 
(CMHC) offers guidelines 
on how to find the source 
of your leak. 

If you have a water- 
soaked-ceiling, the first 
thing you should do is to 
figure out where the leak is 
coming from. In most cases 
this requires taking a trip 
up to your attic. 

When in the attic, make 
sure you walk (or crawl) on¬ 
ly on the wooden joists or 
trusses to avoid putting 
your foot through the ceil¬ 
ing below. 

To find the leak, first use 
a tape measure to 
determine the approximate 
distance, and direction, be¬ 
tween where the water is 
leaking through the ceiling 
and the attic entrance. 

Then go up to the attic 
and measure the same dis¬ 
tance along the same direc¬ 
tion from the attic entrance 
to locate the approximate 
area where the leak is 
occurring through the ceil¬ 
ing below. 

You may want to lift the 
insulation in the area to en¬ 
sure that water is not just 
pooling in this area having 
run from some other loca¬ 
tion. 

Water can run along the 
attic floor from another lo¬ 
cation far away from the 
leakage point through the 
ceiling. 

Note: If you know or sus¬ 
pect you have vermiculite 
insulation, CMHC 
recommends that you not 
disturb the insulation as it 
may contain asbestos. Con¬ 
tact a qualified asbestos 
abatement contractor to de¬ 
termine the best way to 
proceed. 

Once you determine the 
leakage area, check for 
leaks in the roof above, and 
pay particular attention to 
common suspects such as 
the chimney, plumbing 
vents, attic vents and roof 
flashing. cmhc

IT'S BEEN SAID that 
among the many purchas¬ 
es you will make in your 
lifetime, buying a home 
can only result in two sce¬ 
narios: fulfillment of a life¬ 
long dream or a nightmare 
from which there is no es¬ 
caping. Choosing who ac¬ 
companies you on your 
homebuilding journey will 
make the difference. 

“There’s no reason for a 
homebuyer not to be a bet¬ 
ter consumer. They should 
invest some time research¬ 
ing a home builder,” says 
Grant Ainsley, executive 
officer of the Canadian 
Home Builders Associa¬ 
tion—Alberta (CHBA-Alber- 
ta). 

Building a home and 
making sure you’ve cov¬ 
ered all the details can 
seem like a daunting task. 

Many organizations, in¬ 
cluding the Alberta New 
Home Warranty Program 
(ANHWP) and the Canada 
Housing and Mortgage 
Corporation (CMHC) have 
simplified the home buy¬ 
ing and building process 
through comprehensive, 
consumer-friendly guides 
made available to the pub¬ 
lic either at their offices or 
through their websites. 

Buyers should make 
some qualifying decisions 
on their own even before 
they choose a home 
builder. 

A lot depends on where 
you choose to live, your 
lifestyle and the kind of 
home you envision your¬ 
self in. 

This list can form the ba¬ 
sis of questions when you 
begin to narrow down 
your search. 

Home shoppers should 
be aware their relationship 
with a builder can span a 
length of time, beginning 
from the planning, 
through building and be¬ 
yond the possession date. 

“For this reason, the 
choice of who to build 
with is one of the most 
critical decisions a home- 
buyer makes,” says Sky 
Wensel, president and CEO 
of the Alberta New Home 
Warranty Program (AN¬ 
HWP). One way to trim 
down your choice of 


builder is by checking or 
calling your local home 
builder’s association. 

Member builders of the 
Calgary Region Home 
Builder’s Association (CRH- 
BA), for instance, must car¬ 
ry a third-party warranty 
and must conform to the 
CRHBA’s code of ethics. 
“Any reputable builder or 
renovator will supply the 
information in terms of 
references and contacts so 
buyers can do their home¬ 
work,” says Donna Moore, 
executive officer of the 
CRHBA. 

A buyer has the right to 
ask questions, no matter 
how small or inconsequen¬ 
tial it may seem. Ask about 
a builder’s history, experi¬ 
ence, how many homes 
they have built, and if they 
are in the business for the 
long haul. 

Verify if they are also 


members of reputable or¬ 
ganizations such as the 
Canadian Home Builders’ 
Association (CHBA), or if 
they offer service war¬ 
ranties from warranty 
providers like ANHWP. If 
the builder seems reluc¬ 
tant to supply you with an¬ 
swers, move on to the 
next.

“Look into a builder’s 
background such as if they 
have won service awards. 
Generally, these are 
builders with few con¬ 
sumer complaints,” says 


Wensel. So now you’ve 
narrowed your choices as 
to builder and community. 
Visit the builder’s show 
homes. As you go through 
the model homes, quality 
check the soundness of 
construction, workman¬ 
ship and attention to de¬ 
tail. 

Ask about energy effi¬ 
ciency, use of space, extras 
and upgrades, and even 
the layout of the home. 

Most builders will pro¬ 
vide potential buyers a 
comprehensive brochure 
of specifications, materi¬ 
als, and renderings of the 
community and their 
show homes. 

Time and again it’s been 
said that no matter how 
you like the product, part 
of the selling process is 
the way a salesperson han¬ 
dles your questions. 

“One thing buyers need 


to ask is what type of serv¬ 
ice and how it will be pro¬ 
vided over the course of 
the construction and 
building process,” says 
Moore. 

Sometimes, confusion 
sets in when buyers come 
away with different expec¬ 
tations. 

To avoid this and other 
future conflict, confirm 
everything in writing. You 
should be able to discuss 
openly everything that 
concerns you, such as fu¬ 
ture modifications to the 
floor plans, pre-construc¬ 
tion meetings, quality con¬ 
trol, after sales service and 
warranty, etc. 

The builder should also 
be able to provide you 
with a written contract. If 
the builder refuses or tells 
you he cannot, it may be 
time to look elsewhere.

A popular tourist zone in 
the Philippines, Palawan 
is home to world-class 
diving, a UNESCO- 
protected underground 
cave — and the Iwahig 
Prison/Penal Farm. 

It’s an open-air peniten¬ 
tiary that is both working 
institution and tourist at¬ 
traction. 

With some 3,000 prison¬ 
ers living in this “prison 
without walls,” tourists 
are welcome to browse 
and buy handicrafts made 
by inmates. 

This unusual place 
opened in 1904 and was 
intended to isolate “the 
worst and incorrigible” of¬ 
fenders on this small is¬ 
land. 

Today, Iwahig prison is 
divided into foursub- 


colonies with 133 inmates 
in maximum security, 
2,220 in medium and 769 
in minimum security. In¬ 
mates work in “agro-in¬ 
dustries,” toiling away un¬ 
der the afternoon sun in 
what looks like a farming 
community. Some of the 
convicts are even allowed 
to live there with their 
families! 

There are no visible 
walls, barbed wire fences 
or guards with guns, only 
hectares of rice paddies 
with men hard at work. It 
would be difficult for any 
prisoner to arrange for 
transportant off the island 
and head counts are con¬ 
ducted regularly. Thus, es¬ 
cape attempts are rare. 

I find myself at the en¬ 
trance of the prison, trying 
to talk to Ramirez, the se¬ 
curity guard, into letting 
our team film inside the 
prison. Our tourist group 
had come to Palawan 
specifically to film this 
place. 

The guard says I can en¬ 
ter as a tourist and check 
out the souvenir shop, but 


no cameras are allowed. 
Stonewalled, I concede, 
and hop in our vehicle for 
a quick drive through the 
premises. 

Groups of unconfined 
inmates are weeding by 
hand in fields. 

The colour of their t- 
shirts indicate the status 
of their sentences: brown 
for minimum security, 
blue for medium, and or¬ 
ange (which tourists don’t 
see because they are kept 
in a conventional prison 
with armed guards) for 
maximum security in¬ 
mates. 

On the way to the sou¬ 
venir shop, we drive 
through a quaint suburb 
that houses the prison 
staff, with a primary 
school, a little market and 
a groomed tennis court. 

I hop out of the car to 
check out the goods. 
Though authorities claim 
the handicrafts are made 
by prisoners, I’m con¬ 
vinced they were made in 
China. 

Cheap necklaces, turtle¬ 
shaped ashtrays, woven 


baskets and ... wooden 
nunchulcs? Selling 

weapons at a prison is 
probably not the greatest 
of ideas. 

Outside the shop, busi¬ 
ness transactions with in¬ 
mates is an official no-no. 
Had I known this, I would¬ 
n’t have purchased a most 
unusual souvenir. 

I’m seated in the back of 
the car. A medium security 
inmate approaches the dri¬ 
ver’s side with something 
under his shirt. 

Turns out, inmates are 
clandestinely selling their 
prison uniforms to 
tourists. I watch as the 
driver and the inmate ne¬ 
gotiate an illegal transac¬ 
tion. 

It has the secrecy of a 
drug deal, except the only 
thing I score is cotton. 
This blue t-shirt, inscribed 
with the Iwahig logo, costs 
me the equivalent of $5. 

The trade happens so 
fast, I’m left with a strange 
token of my trip and un¬ 
easy feelings about the un¬ 
derground economy I’d 
just supported.

When slackers refuse to grow up 

Comedy Step Brothers exposes enabling parents, middle-aged moochers

It’s not easy being parents. 
But imagine if you were 
the parents of two slackers 
who never grew up. Now 
imagine if those spoiled 
delinquents were 
fortysomethings Will Fer¬ 
rell and John C. Reilly. 

This is exactly the dra¬ 
matic predicament both 
Richard Jenkins and Maiy 
Steenburgen face as en¬ 
abling on-screen parents to 
the middle-aged moochers 
in the new comedy Step 
Brothers. Sure, a pair of 
quarrelling forty some¬ 

thing stay-at-home adults 
sounds like a ludicrous 
premise for a movie but it 
might not be that far¬ 
fetched a scenario after all. 

“We looked into it and it 
turned out it was a real dy¬ 
namic going on,” says di¬ 
rector Adam McKay. “The 
increase in adults living at 
home has gone up drasti¬ 
cally in the last ten years 
and we were like, ‘Oh my 
God, this is actually real’.” 

It sure is. In fact, accord¬ 
ing to a recent Statistics 
Canada study, over 43 per 
cent of Canadian young

adults under the age of 29 
were still living with their 
parents, up significantly 
from only two decades pre¬ 
vious. Step Brothers isn’t 
just joking around — it’s 
exposing a burgeoning so¬ 
ciological problem. 

Unlike the film, most 
“boomerang” adults who 
move back in with parents 
are primarily university 
students battling a moun¬ 
tain of debt. But those 
aren’t the only financial 
difficulties keeping adults 
at home. Even if people 
manage to start working, 


entry-level positions don’t 
even guarantee a salary 
anymore. As the Boston 
Globe’s career columnist 
Penelope Trunk recently 
wrote, “the rise of the pres¬ 
tigious but unpaid intern¬ 
ship intersects perfectly 
with the rise of the 
boomeranger.” 

Sure, living with parents 
isn’t a matter of choice for 
many but as the title of one 
of Trunk’s articles shows 
(“Believe it or not, moving 
back home is now in”), this 
trend could affect attitudes 
toward the acceptable age 


for leaving home. Is it 25? 
How about 40? 

Either way, while McK¬ 
ay insists the movie is 
just a zany comedy, its 


subtle message about par¬ 
ents enabling their chil¬ 
dren is definitely not lost 
on Step Brothers’ on¬ 
screen parents.

“There’s a little part of 
me that finds this a dream 
situation believe it or not,” 
admits Steenburgen. 
“Thankfully I have, by 
some miracle, well-adjust¬ 
ed children that actually 
wanted to leave me.” 

“I 
could’ve kept (my kids) 
around a few more years. 
It’d been OK with me.” 

“With the price of gas,” 
interjects Steenburgen. 
“Nobody’s going to be leav¬ 
ing (home) soon anyway.” 


Batman star denies allegations 


Actor Christian Bale, star 
of The Dark Knight, 
yesterday denied allega¬ 
tions of assault made by 
his mother and sister after 
he was questioned by Lon¬ 
don police. 

The 34-year-old spent 
several hours at a London 
police station before being 
released without charge, 
his U.S.-based spokes¬ 
woman Jennifer Allen said. 

“Christian Bale attended 
a London police station to¬ 
day, on a voluntaiy basis, 
in order to assist with an 
allegation that had been 
made against him to the 
police by his mother and 
sister,” Allen said in a state¬ 
ment. 

“Mr. Bale, who denies 
the allegation, co-operated 
throughout, gave his ac¬ 
count in full of the events 
in question, and has left 
the station without any 
charge being made against 
him by the police.”

She confirmed separate¬ 
ly that the allegation was 
of assault. When asked if 
Bale had been arrested and 
released on bail, a police 
spokeswoman said: “A 34- 
year-old man has been 
bailed to return to a police 
station on a date in Sep¬ 
tember.”

The arrest follows allega¬ 
tions of assault made by 
Bale’s mother and sister in 
relation to an incident at 
his London hotel suite late 
on Sunday, according to 
British media reports. 

Welsh-born Bale was in 
London for the European 
premiere of The Dark 
Knight, which also stars 
the late Heath Ledger as 
the Joker. reuters

It turns out Batman is 
more of a superhero than 
first thought. 

The latest installment in 
the Caped Crusader 
franchise, The Dark Knight, 
enhanced its status as the 
biggest movie opening of 
all time at the North Ameri¬ 
can box office, according to 
final data issued on 
Monday by its distributor, 
Warner Bros. Pictures. 

The film grossed 
$158,355 million during 
its first three days of 
release across the United 
States and Canada — a $3 
million improvement over 
Sunday’s estimate from 
the Time Warner Inc- 
owned studio. 

It’s not unusual for final 
weekend data to veer 
slightly from the initial es¬ 
timate. In the case of The 
Dark Knight, some rival 
studios had suggested 
Warner Bros, was a little 
optimistic, though no one 
really doubted that it 
would beat the opening- 
weekend record of $151.1 
million set by Spider-Man 
3 in May 2007. 

The Dark Knight collect¬ 
ed $41.3 million in ticket 
sales from 20 foreign mar¬ 
kets bringing its world¬ 
wide total to $199 million.
